Donated  by  B’nai  B’rith  885

In  November,  1976,  B’nai  B’rith

As 
well,  it  is  equipped  with  an  AM-FM 
Stereo  and  8-track  so  that  the 
members  of  Golden  Agers  and 
residents  of  Hillel  Lodge  will  be 
able  to  hear  their  own  Jewish  tapes 
whenever  they  take  the  bus  for 
outings,  excursions  or  area  trips. 

Transportation  will  be  provided 
by  B’nai  B’rith  Lodge  885’s  C.V.S. 
Committee,  under  the 


Chairmanship  of  Brothers  Issie 
Hoffman  and  Moe  Segal,  whenever 
it  is  needed. 

Fundraising  Chairman  for  the 
project,  Gordon  Viner,  said  that  he 
was  delighted  with  the  enthusiastic 
response  to  last  year’s  raffle, 
particularly  as  the  funds  were  used 
for  so  worthwhile  an  endeavour. 
He  looks  forward  to  an  equally 
warm  reception  for  this  year’s 
Gold  Cadillac  Draw,  to  be  held  in 
November.

Everyone 
eighteen  years  of  age  and  over  will 
be  given  the  opportunity  to  identify 
himself  as  a Zionist  by  subscribing 
to  the  Jerusalem  Program. 

One  may  join  as  a General 
Zionist  or  in  any  one  of  the 
constituent  organizations: 
Hadassah  Wizo,  Histadrut, 

Mizrachi  Men,  Mizrachi  Women, 
or  Na’amat  - Pioneer  Women.  The 
Canadian  Zionist  Federation  in 
Ottawa  is  organized  into  six 

departments:  Aliyah,  Israel 

Trade,  Education  and  Culture, 
Tourism,  Information  and 

Program,  and  Youth  and 

Hechalutz. 

“I  strongly  feel,”  said  Mr. 
Altman,  “that  affiliating  oneself 
with  the  Zionist  program, 
through  membership  in  the 
Canadian  Zionist  Federation  or 
any  of  its  constituent  bodies, 
should  be  considered  an  obligation 
on  the  part  of  every  Jew  over  the 
age  of  18.  There  is  simply  no  better 
way  in  which  to  make  the

of  Israel  in  Jewish  life,  as  a 
unifying  force  which  strengthens 
and  protects  the  Jewish  people 
everywhere.  If  these  things  are 
important  to  you,  then  you  are 
already  a Zionist;  all  that  is 
lacking  is  the  concrete  act.  ” 

The  membership  campaign  is 
part  of  a nation-wide  effort  to 
strengthen  the  Zionist  voice  in 
Canada  in  the  face  of  obvious 
opposition.

Yaad  Report

United  Jewish  Appeal  Draws  to  a Close 
On  Tuesday  evening,  May  31,  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  combined  the 
formal  closing  of  the  1977  Campaign  with  a Workers’  Appreciation  Night 
for  its  volunteer  canvassers.  These  are  the  people  who  are  in  the  front 
line  of  our  campaign  effort  and  it  is  important  that  we  acknowledge  their 
work  and  their  dedication.  It  was  a good  evening,  short  and  to  the  point, 
well-attended  and  it  accomplished  its  purpose. 

Of  course,  this  does  not  mean  that  the  campaign  is  over.  We  cannot 
close  the  books  until  every  card  is  reported I m.  Alfred  Friedman  and  his 
associates  have  done  an  outstanding  job  — for  the  first  time  in  years  the 
bulk  of  the  work  has  been  completed  within  the  time  J™"1® „»s^fbllSe<i 
beforehand.  Mr.  Friedman  announced  that  a total  of  $1,700,000.  has  been 
pledged  so  far,  which  is  an  increase  of  over  10  per  cent  on  a card-by-card 
comparison  basis  with  last  year.  He  estimated  that  we  will  reach 
$2  200,000.  when  all  reports  will  have  come  in  but  the  extra  $500,000.  will 
take  a great  deal  of  doing  if  the  goal  is  to  be  achieved.  Our  General 
Chairman  has  re-grouped  his  forces  for  that  final  push  but  if  anyone  in 
the  community  has  been  missed,  I ask  him  or  her  to  come  forward  to 
make  their  contribution. 

During  the  course  of  the  Kovod  Evening,  a number  of  awards  were 
handed  out  for  outstanding  achievement.  I had  the  P^asure  of  presenting 
a token  of  the  Jewish  community’s  warm  regard  to  Mr.  Friedman  for  his 
highly  effective  leadership  and  performance.  My  brief  remarks  to  the 
gathering  follow: 

“Among  the  many  functional  and  ceremonial  chores  which  a President 
of  the  Vaad  is  called  upon  to  perform  each  year , the  expression  of  the 
community’s  tribute  to  a General  Chairman  of  the  United  Jewish  Appeal 
is  probably  among  the  most  pleasant. 

Since  this  will  likely  be  one  of  my  last  official  functions  before  I step 
down  as  President  of  the  Vaad  on  June  27, 1 am  particularly  pleased  to  be 
able  to  tell  Alfie  Friedman  what  a great  job  he  has  done  this  year.  Alfie 
took  over  at  a time  when  we  were  changing  directions  m our  campaign 
leadership.  Old-timers  like  Gilbert  Greenberg,  Norman  Zagerman,  Zeev 
Vered  and  me  were  tired  and  we  needed  the  infusion  of  energetic  new 
blood  to  set  the  campaign  on  a new  course. 

We  convinced  Alfie  to  take  the  job  and  he  and  running  mate  Sol  Shinder 
were  the  best  thing  that  has  happened  to  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  in  the 
last  few  years.  Obviously,  the  job  is  more  than  one  or  two  men  can  do  by 
themselves  — they  need  Women’s  Divisions  — Public  Service  Divisions 
_ all  the  other  Divisions  — and  of  course,  the  hundreds  of  willing 
volunteer  workers.  There  is  no  doubt  that  our  chairman  this  year  added  a 
new  chapter  to  the  history  of  fund-raising  in  this  community.  He  gave  a 
prodigious  amount  of  time  to  the  campaign.  He  took  a Mission  to  Israel. 
He  was  innovative  and  imaginative.  And  he  led  the  way  by  personal 
example.  The  results  are  there  for  all  to  see.  Congratulations,  Alfie,  on  a 
superb  performance. 

Before  I give  Alfie  a small  token  of  our  affection  and  esteem,  I must 
pay  tribute  to  his  understanding  and  patient  wife  Kaysa,  who  encouraged 
him  and  backed  him  all  the  way,  at  considerable  sacrifice  to  herself  and 
her  family.

The  following  story  by  Abraham 
Shavit,  the  President  of  the  Israel 
Manufacturers  Association,  tells  of 
the  tremendous  advances  the 
country  has  made  in  less  than 
three  decades  of  Statehood.  Much 
of  the  results  so  vividly  described 
have  been  achieved  through  Israel 
Bonds.

Only  a 
very  few  cquntries  can  produce 
this,  the  new  system  of  x-raying  a 
patient  without  drilling  into  his 
skull  to  get  a three-dimensional 
scan  in  colour.  Each  scanner  costs 
$600,000. 

One  should  see  Kiryat  Shmoneh, 
where  we  produce  $18  million  a 
year  in  panty  hose  — the  finest  in 
the  world.  Or  Kiryat  Gat,  a place 
that  ten,  fifteen  years  ago  was  not 
on  the  map  at  all  but  now  produces 
some  $27  million  in  men’s  suits  — 
the  finest,  including  the  Pierre 
Cardin  line  and  the  others  of  the 
top  fashion  houses  in  the  world. 
Projections  are  that  Kiryat  Gat 
will  produce  $40  million  in  such 
products  within  two  years. 

For  years  we  have  been  known 
for  our  agriculture  — a thing  that 
Jews  had  never  really  been  that 
good  at  before.  We  never  had 
access  to  being  farmers.  Today,  we 
are  first  class,  and  agriculture  is 
one  of  our  finest  achievements.  We 
are  a greenhouse  for  Europe.  In 
winter,  we  supply  18  million 
flowers  for  it  and  even  compete 
with  Holland. 

Speedy  deliveries 

Our  fruits  and  vegetables  are 
picked  in  the  morning  and  by  that 
evening  are  in  the  European 
market. 

But  agriculture  has  its  limits  in 
Israel  because  of  the  nature  of  the 
land  and  the  quantity  of  water. 
Figures  tell  the  story:  agriculture 
accounts  for  only  six  per  cent  of  the 
Israeli  gross  national  product 
while  industry  has  moved  up  to  35 
per  cent. 

With  a labour  force  of  1.1  million 
people  out  of  a total  population  of 
three  million  people,  we  cannot 
afford  cheap  labour.  We  have  to 
utilize  each  person  to  the  best  of 
his-her  ability.  And  this  is  what  we 
do.  We  are  educating  our  people. 


We  have  some  of  the  finest 
research  and  development 
institutes  in  the  world.  We  have  a 
large  number  of  laboratories  and 
nine  universities  — incredible  for  a 
country  of  our  size. 

The  trade  agreements 

Our  markets  have  opened.  We 
have  two  excellent  trade 
agreements  — one  with  the 
European  Common  Market  with 
270  million  people  to  whom  we  can 
now  sell,  the  other  with  the  U.S. 

So,  let  us  look  at  the  success 
stories  of  those  who  did  invest  in 
Israel  where  162  American 
companies  are  doing  very  well 
indeed. 

There  is  a tremendous 
advantage  for  an  American 
company  to  invest  in  Israel  and 
then  export  its  products  into 
Europe  duty-free  in  what  is  called 
an  “economic  triangle”.  It  is  one  of 
the  greatest  advantages  and  those 
businessmen  who  take  advantage 
of  it  can  do  a lot. 


There  are  companies  that  rose 
from  $18  million  worth  of  exports  in 
1974  to  $80  million  in  1976,  with 
some  of  the  most  sophisticated 
items. 

Industry  must  be  strong,  and  it 
has  to  learn,  and  it  has  to  make 
money.  In  Israel  it  does  make 
money. 

The  amazing  record 

Show  me  any  other  country  that 
has  got  the  guts  to  develop  as  we 
have  developed,  at  the  same  time 
fighting  for  its  survival.  We  have 
been  busy  developing  our 
industries  for  29  years  while 
keeping  one  eye  on  the  border. 

We  are  not  without  our  economic 
problems.  After  the  Yom  Kippur 
war,  our  people  started  to  look  at 
our  own  social  problems  and  our 
labour  force  and  our  political 
system  and  so  on.  The  cont- 
roversies you  hear  now  are  the 
outcome  of  that.  But  these  are  not 
misery  pains;  they  are  growing 
pains.

One  Rabbi’s  Response

Question: 

You  have  referred  to  widespread  halakhic  debates  on  kashruth  in  the 
past.  What  are  they? 


Response: 

There  have  been  many:  turkey;  machine  made  matzah;  gelatin; 
usability  of  etrogim  from  Corf  in;  cheeses;  wines;  and  in  one  case  an 
emotional  dispute  over  the  suitability  of  a particular  shohet  between 
hasidim  and  mitnagdim. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  cases  involves  the  question  of  sturgeon. 
Biblical  prescription,  of  course,  states  that  kosher  fish  must  have  scales 
and  fins.  In  the  thirteenth  century  Nahmanides  in  commenting  on 
Leviticus  first  adds  that  the  scales  must  be  removable.  In  the  18th 
century  Rabbi  Ezekiel  Landau,  the  Nodah  B’yehudah,  responded  with 
respect  to  sturgeon,  new  to  Western  Europe,  that  the  testimony  of 
Sefardim  who  ate  the  fish  should  be  accepted.  He  himself  found  a row  of 
scales  on  each  side  which  though  they  could  not  be  removed,  did  come  off 
when  the  fish  was  soaked  in  a lye  solution.  Later,  Mordecai  Benet,  Chief 
Rabbi  of  Moravia  (Har  ha-Mor  12)  rules  against  sturgeon  saying  the 
soaking  should  be  in  cold  water  only. 

Over  this  legitimate  question,  a blazing  controversy,  far  out  of 
proportion  to  the  issues,  flared  up  and  still  exists  to  this  day,  because  it 
became  embroiled  in  the  heated  reactions  against  the  followers  of 
Shabbatai  Zevi  and  the  raging  arguments  over  Reform  Judaism.  Proper 
halachic  discussion,  I believe,  is  restrained  and  based  on  the  precedents. 
Truth,  rather  than  strictness  or  leniency,  is  the  issue.  It  is  just  as  wrong 
in  Jewish  law  to  be  overly  strict  as  it  is  to  be  overly  lenient. 
Unfortunately,  many  miss  that  point. 

Discussion  becomes  intemperate  when  individuals  begin  to  publically 
respond  to  another  without  the  common  courtesy  of  sending  a copy;  it 
becomes  ignorant  when  they  call  names  such  as  hillul  haShem  (an 
answer  can  be  mistaken,  but  answering  is  not  hillul  haShem  for  all 
Jewish  law  and  English  law,  too,  is  judicated  through  questions  and 
answers);  it  becomes  deceptive  when  one  uses  his  title  to  pass  off 
information  which  he  knows  experts  in  his  field  will  dispute.  This  is  what 
happens  whenever  emotionalism  and  ignorance  begin  to  usurp  the 
halakhic  process.  It  is  the  kind  of  debate  from  which  I demur. 

Regarding  sturgeon,  what  is  at  stake  is  the  halachic  criteria  for 
determining  the  existence  of  scales.  What  is  not  at  stake  is  who  “wins” 
the  argument,  what  the  other  views  of  that  winner  might  be,  or  personal 
accusations  of  flattery  and  forgery.  During  Rashi’s  time  there  had  been 
disagreement  over  other  fish  (Hagahot  Asheri  to  Avodah  Zarah  39a) 
without  such  bitterness,  rehtoric,  or  politics. 

My  view?  Without  physical  inspection,  in  personal  practice  I follow  the 
older,  permissive  view  because  ti  was  supported  by  historic  custom.

Mr.  Boro  offers  a 
decade  of  camping,  teaching  and 
coaching  experience  to  the  camp 
as  well  as  a strong  commitment  to 
youth  and  physical  education.
